The President and Secretary Alger held a conference this 
morning to consider the question of adding to the present strength 
of the army and to decide as to the plan to be followed. Later in 
the day Chairman Hull of the House Military Affairs Committee 


and officers of the national guard met to diseuss the army reor- 
ganization bill, which was defeated in the House a week ago, prin- 
cipally by the opposition of national guardsmen. 

A bill has been prepared by the War Department in anticipa- 
tion of a need for additional strength, which will be presented to 


Congress. It will.authorize and empower the President to in- 
crease the size of the army by calling for volunteers, possibly not 
over 100,000. 

Numerous conferences have been held during the past few 
days to consider the matter of volunteers, and conclusions have 
practically been reached as to the method to pursue. The confer- 
ences to-day will probably be final.

WASHINGTON, April 16.—Senator Cannon of Utah began the Cuban debate 
in the Senate to-day with a defiant speech against the reported proposed interference 
of European.

As appeared at the opening of the Senate a vo*- © +! : intervention resolutions 
was not probable before midnight. The arrangement reported this morning was 
to allow Senators White, Caffrey, Wellington and Platt of Connecticut uutil 3 
o'clock for extended speeches, the first three of whom would speak in opposition 


to the resolutions. 

After 3 o’clock debate, according to the agreement, is limited to 15 minutes 
for each speaker, but as 26 Senators had given notice of intention of delivering Ura- 
tions, it was evident that every moment of the Senate’s time up to Sunday morn- 
ing would be thus occupied. 

The brilliant oratory and the exciting scenes of yesterday in the Senate added 
tu the public interest to-day. An additional fact that the Senate last night deter- 
mined to take to-day for voting on the resolutions added interest to the proceedings, 

This was the fourth day of the debate upon the war resolutions. Thus far the 
only radical differences of opinion developed are ‘pon_the advisability of the recog- 
nition by the United States of the independence o e Cuban Republic. All Senators 
approve action, the only difference being as t. ie methods to be employed, the 
general desire being to place the United States in a favorable position before the 
people of this country, as well as before the civilized nations of the world. 

In accordance with the agreement reached last night the Senate convened 
promptly at 10 o’clock, and after the’ transaction of some routine business the res- 
olution of the Foreign Relations Committee was laid before the Senate. Few Sen- 
ators were on the floor at the time, and Mr. Teller suggested the lack of a quorum,

A terrific gasoline explosion occurred at 
the residence of Mrs. R. M. Culley, 2603 
Chestnut street, Saturday morning, setting 
fire to the house and severely burning Mrs. 
Culley and a servant, Mrs. E. Scott, the 
latter perhaps fatally. 

Mrs. Scott was cleaning a first floor room: 
carpet with gusoline.. She saturated. the 


carpet with the fluid and then Hghted a 


grate fire, as she explained, to help dry 
the floor covering. 

In a few moments the room filled with 
gases and there was an explosion. It re- 
sounded like a cannon’s roar, and rattled 
the windows in all that part of the block. 

At the same instant the room was filled 
with fire, blazing in one sheet of'flame, with 
the two women as prisoners. They had 
closed the room doors to keep the odor of 

gasoline from spreading through the house.

In the excitement that followed the hero- 
ism of one man prevented a second catas- 
trophe. 

The train was No. &, headed for St. Louts, 
and carrying passengers ftom polints-in 
Texas, Indian/ Territory, Arkansas and 
Missouri, 

There is no more thinly settled and deso- 
late spot around St. Louis than the point 
where the disaster occurred. From Bates 
streets north to Delor street, a distance of 
four blocks, there is a straight stretch of 
track. East of it a nurmber of truck 
gardens and west of it swampy, unset 
jand. The roadbed is on what railroaders 
call a “‘fill-in,’’ the trie kx being on an em- 
bankment 10 fect above the ground on either 
side. 

Fast time is always made on this section 
of the road, 

At Deior street the track curves 
to the northwest. Forty feet the 
track at that pont and foilowing the di- 
rection of the curve is a creek, which car- 
ries the .waste water from the Hydraulle 
Press Brick Co.'s plant. It Is ordinarily a 
puny stream, but recent rains have swelled 
it. 

When Engine 657 passed Bates street with 
her train of nine at 7 o’clock Friday 
night was pounding the rails 30 
miles an hour. 

engineer tobert Johnson was at the 
throttle and Fireman Frank J. Parker w: 
on the lookout. 

John Sevedge, a truck gardener, was at 
work just east of the track. He knew both 
men inéthe cab and waved his hand as the 
engine shot past him. The next instant the 
first notes of the whistle, always blown at 
the Delor street curye, sounded. 

The signal was never finished. It,ended 
In short, sharp screeches. é 

The gardener saw the engine strike the 
curve. The monster iron and steel 
ewayed, then swerved from the track and 
shot down the sloping embankment. Across 
the stretch of level ground it sped, tearing 
up the earth and plunging head.ong into 
the stream. 

The sudden stop as the engine sunk in the 
muddy bed of the creek threw the tender 
into the air. The coupling snapped like 
whipeord and the tender continued its up- 
ward fight, turning a somersault and land- 
ing in the stream tin front of the engine. 
It demolished the cab ag it went. 

Neither the engineer nor fireman had 
time to jump. 

The coupling that held the remainder of 
the train te the tender snapped as the en- 
mine left the track. 

The sped along under the impetus 
, they gained before the awful leap. When 
they struck the curve the four cars in 
front a baggage car, two mail cars and an 
express car kft the rails, rocked from side 
to side, and rolled down the embankment 
to the east and turned upside down 

Following these cars were five passenger 
coaches, two of them Pullman sleepers. 

Ninety passengers were in these cars 
when the crash came. Women and chil- 
dren screamed wildly when the coaches 
swayed from side to side. 

The horrified truck gardener, 
witness of the disaster, saw men 
women struggling to reach the doors 
crawling through the car windows. 

it all happened so quickly that he could 
gain no idea of the extent of the disaster. 
He saw the red signal Jantern on the rear 
of the train thrown high in the alr and 
dashed to pieces. He knew what that 
meant and fits horrible significance diverted 
his thoughts from the disaster he had just 
Witnessed. It meant that five coaches full 
of men and women were standing on the 
track with no danger signal and no train 
crew to look after them.

NEW YORK, April 16.—"I am too famillar 
with the ravages that yellow fever has 
made in Havana and the interior provinces 
of Cuba to underrate or minimize its dan- 
gers,”’ said Dr. Alvah H. Doty, health officer 
of the Port of New York. “But I was 
surgeon of the 9th Regiment, N. G., New 
York, for two years, and will go to Cuba if 


needed. 

“Everything tends to operate against the 
fever patient, both in Havana and in the 
interior of the country, and the death rate 
is very large. ; 

“The danker of yellow jack depends very 
largely, .of course, upen the geason of the 
rear, 

“The rainy season, which runs from May 
until September, while we have never been 
able to say that it genders the yellow fever 
bactlli, certainly encourages their “propaga- 
tion. The damp valleys, the generally ma- 
lar‘al condition of the country, all militate 
against the patient Im the interior of the 
island, On the other hand, the city of Ha- 
vana is a perfect pest hole stretching out its 
arma to welcome every contag.on that can 
reach it. It is miserably drained, its har- 
bor is a stench pond of almost stagnant 
water, With the accumulated filth of years, 
and the neral hygienic conditions would 
disgrace gy pt. Of sanitary or quaran- 
tine restrictions there are none, Ship loads 
of Spanish soldiers, bringing with them afl 
the diseases of their miserable country, are 
received in Havana and passed through the 
eity to the interior with no pretense of in- 
spection. 

“It behoovea the American soldier who 
may be called upon to face the dangers of a 
Cuban campaign to use every precaution to 
guard against disease, even though he ts a 
hundred fold better prepared to fight it than 
is the Spaniard.”

PREPARED TO MOVE. 


Maj. Wessels Thinks Railroad Trans- 
portation Can Be Had in* Time 
for Departure Monday 
Night or Tuesday. 


Six companies of the llth United States 
Infantry and the regimental band will 
reach Jefferson Barracks about 10 o'clock 
Saturday evening. Col. Isaac D.-De Russy 
wil! be in command. 

Troops A, B, D, H, I and K of the 3d 
Cavalry, now stationed at Jefferson Bar- 
racks, under Maj. W. H. Wessells, Jr., will 
leave for Chickamauga Park as soon as rail- 
road transportation can be provided, which 
will be Monday or Tuesday at the latest. 

During the three or four days’ occupancy 
of the barracks by both infantry and cav- 
alry the foot soldiers will be quartered in 
tents pitched on the drill grounds. Maj. 
Wessells received his first notification that 
(he llth Infantry was on the march at 9 
o’clock Friday evening in a telegram from 
Col. De Russy. The message requested 
Maj. Wessells to “please pitch camp for 
headquarters, staff, band and six compa- 
nies.”’ The Major while he lost no time in 
instructing the orderly who delivered the 
telegram to notify Lieut. West, the AdJju- 
tant, of the receipt of the message, was 
immensely tickled at the prospect, for 
it meant hard work at the post. 

The cavalry troops had their tents already 
folded away and in position to lay hands 
upon for loading on the train, in case mov- 
ing orders were received, so that the ar- 
rival of the infantry necessitates the use 
of the tents. 

The infantry had proceeded from Fort 
Apache and Whipple Barracks, Ariz., as 
far as Kansas City by noon Saturday. They 
will arrive at Jefferson Barracks, barring 
accidents, on the Missouri Pacific road, 
about 10 o'clock, taking the Carondelet 
“eut-off’’ and not coming into St. Louis. 
The six companies, band and officers num- 
ber exactiy 897 men. 

It is not known at present writing how 
long a visit the infantry will pay Jefferson 
Barracks, It is highly probable, though, 
that the order to proceed South will], be re- 
ceived in a few days. Among the officers 
of the 11th Infantry are First Lieutenants 
CC. L. Collins, Robert M. B.atchford and 
Robert L. Hurst; Second Lieutenants J. 8S. 
Battle, R. L. Carmichael and R. E. Langan. 

aj. Wessels did not receive orders for 
Cavairy to move until after break- 
fast Saturday morning. He explained to a 
Post-Dispatch réporter last night that while 
the War Department at Washington might 
have issued the marching order, he would 
not be officiaily apprised until the depari- 
ment order had gone to Gen, Coppinger in 
Omaha and been sent out by the General, 
who is in command of the Department of 
the Missouri. 

According to Maj. Wessells there is no 
great hurry about the departure of the 3d 
Cavalry, It is not a life and death matter 
that the troops should be at Chickamauga 
Park at once, 

“St. Louis is centrally located,” says the 
Major, “and we who are here can make the 
journey. in little or no time. It Is the fellows 
outin Montana and the other Western States 
who have a Jong ride before them, and who 
will have to hustle.’ 

The delay in starting the troops until Mon- 
day or Tuesday is not on account of the Ina- 
bility of the men themselves to get ready. 
They can pack what little outfit they would 
necd for campaigning in an hour or so, The 
delay is on account of the stock to be 
shipped. There are six troops of cavalry, and 
each troop, with the extra horses of the of- 
ficers, will average about 75 horses, The 
stock cars will accommodate about 19 
horses each, so it will be seen that it is no 
little task to make up a train for 500 horses 
and men.

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POWERS JOIN THE PEACE PARTY 
IN OPPOSITION TO RECOGNITION. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, April 16.—There is only one possibility of delay in eliminating 
Spain in Cuba. The‘President is being urged by the “peace party” and some emi- | 


nent constitutional lawyers to veto any resolution that includes recognition of the 
Republic of Cuba and its present Government, 
The President has said that he would abide by any action which Congress di- 


rects. But the constitutional lawyers are still working to influence him, and have 


not given up hope of a veto. 

The British Ambassador, Sir Julian Pauncefote, called informally upon the 
President yesterday to express the hope that the Republic of Cuba would not be 
recognized officially before the United States took possession of Cuba. 

The British Ambassador goes out of his way to show, unofficially, the sympathy 
of his Government with the United States in the present crisis. But as Great Britain, 
Holland and France, as well as Spain, have important colonies in the West Indies. 
all those Powers hope that the United States will do nothing that will encourage 
revolutionists. 

Among the reasons he advanced was the nearness of Jamaica to Cuba. 

Sir Julian’s Government entertains no confidence in the insurgent leaders. It 
fears that Cuba would be given over to revolution and continued disorder. Tumults 
in Cuba may weact on Jamaica. The large negro population of the latter island has 
been restive of late. Many of the white residents have feared a possible repetition of 
the experiences of the French in Hayti. 

There appears to be no truth in the report that Europe is bringing fresh pres- 
sure to bear onthis Government. Whatever is being done, it seems, is in the direction 
of Spain. The Vatican, however, is still active. 

The President will discourage United States privateering. He will do noth- 
ing whatever to aid in what he regards as piracy. The fact that the United States 
is not bound by the continental agreement is not considered. Spanish privateers 
are not feared. They would have to operate too far from their base of supplies. 

A member of the Cabinet spoke of the matter to-day. 

“Tt is coal. coal, coal,” he said. “Fast Spanish merchantment would soon be- 
come helpless. The? require a large amount of fuel to maintain their speed. They 
could not obtain fresh supplies except by chance. The United States has but little 
commerce upon the deep sea. Our trade is now mostly a coasting one. The Ad- 
ministration will turn its face from any attempts to fit out steamers to operate 
against Spain. At this stage of civilization legalized robbery is repugnant to the 
feelings of honest people.” 

The Post-Dispatch gave Spain’s probable plan of campaign April 2. It was: 
to remove its large warships from Cuban waters. That much has been done. At 
present Spain has no intention of trying to control the seas about the island. She 
apparently gives up the naval control of Cuba without a battle. 

Rorto Rico is the nearest point at which a stand is likely to occur. There is 
no certainty when the Spanish flotilla will arrive there, if at all, but Schley will 
surely be there first.

Search of Mrs. Oldham’s Room 
and Belongings. 


Just about the time Ed Oldham, alias 
‘Nolan, the aristocratic West End burglar, 
was being hustled aboard a train bound 
'penitentiarywards Saturday morning. De- 
ltectives Guion and McGrath were raiding 
the apartments of the burglar’s wife, in the 
rear of 1703 Washington avenue. 

The detectives arrested the woman and 
confiscated a bundle of letters and news- 
paper clippings from her trunk. They also 
arrested William Blagdene and John N. 
Harris, who were found in the apartments. 

The trio were taken to the Four Courts 
and lodged in the holdover. 

“To be held for the Chief’ is the mark sei 
opposite the names of the prisoners. 

An examination of the confiscated letters 
revealed complete details of the dude bur- 


giar’s futile efforts to escape jail. 

The letters further revealed the secret of 
how Oldham secured the saws which were, 
on several occasions, found in his cell by 
jail guards. 

An additional revelation is that there js 
some secret means of communication in 
existence between jail prisoners and the 
outside world—‘‘the underground route,” 
Oldham called it in his correspondence with 
his wife. 

Blagdene was in jail on the charge of as- 
sault. He and Oldham became fast friends. 

When Rilagdene was released from jall 


Oldham gave him a letter of introduction 
to Mrs. Oldham, who is known by several 
other names. In that letter he vouched for 
Biagdene’s fidelity and assured h's wife that 
he would ‘assist.’ 

A little later Oldham wrote to Blagdene, 
and the letter was left with Mrs. Ceeneee 
It follows: 

Feb, 28.—Friend Bill: There are two wnt 
in which it might be possible to help me. One 
is to get some fine saws, such as could be used 
without making so much Dolse as the coarse 
kind. The other would be to get me a hand- 
cuff key. Both these things would be good—- 
the key to use as a last «hance, in case the 
other ehould fall. See my wife and talk it over 
with her. 

Don't lose any time, 
time ia short.

Another letter is as follows: 

March 4—My Darling Wife: In the last let- 
ter you wrote to me you made ho mention at 
all as to whether you had received my letter or 
net. Now, I have written four letters, of which 
the first and most important went by the un- 
derground route, Whether you ever got it or 
not I eannot say, but anyway. I am going to 
write part of it over again. It won't do any 
barm, even if you did get the other one. Ia 
the firat place, I must tell you that if nothing 
can be done by a week from today it will be 
too late. Mr. Tewnley tried to put the case 
off as long as possible, but they would not give 
him more than one week, as I will certainly 
go to trial on Wednesday, March 9. 

There can be no question as to the outcome. 
On Saturday morning, the 12th inet., I shall 
most probably be sent to Jefferson C itr.

Pay Margin Losses. 


JUSTICE HARMON RULES

BROKERS CANNOT RECOVER 
WHERE NO DELIVERY OF 
ORDERS WAS INTENDED. 


ONE MAN’S RAPID GAIT 
BROUGHT TO A HALT. 
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Von der Ahe Forswears the Option 
Business and Is Delighted to 
Get Out With Nom- 
inal Lesses. 


An interesting euft in which Eddie Von 
der Ahe figure@ as defendant was on trial 
before Justice H. L. Harmon Friday after- 
noon. The plaintiffs were F. P. Carleton 
& Co., brokers, at 203 North Third street. 
They’ prayed for $1120 judgment, alleging 
that young Von der Ahe owed them that 
amount on stock transactions. 

From the evidence it seems the baseball 
magnate’s son has been a heavy speculator, 
not infrequently with results disastrous to 


his exchequer. 

Among various firms recetving his patron- 
age were F. P. Carleton & Co. Through 
them he speculated in wheat and railroad 
securities on margins. 

The testimony showed there was a mutual] 
understanding between the plaintiffs and 
their client nullifying the actual delivery 
of orders. Under this agreement Von der 
Ahe negotiated some large deals. His plan 
was to buy, for instance, 100 shares of Bur- 
lington stock at $1 margin. The market 
would rise to $110, leaving him $1000 ahead; 
whereas a fall to $99 per share would ex- 
haust his margin and result in only a nom- 
inal loss. 

Eddie played the “bite” with such per- 
eistence that in the brief riod of three 
months he separated himself from $3000 cold 
cash. In the beginning he had been fairly 
successful, having won $2200, which he soon 
dropped, in addition to the sum named, 

After. mature deliberation and the im- 
‘ressive advice of a waning pocketbook, 
ddie dec'ded to give up what he termed in 
eourt a “flim-flam game.” Then it Was 
that Carleton & Co. demanded a _  settle- 
ment. Von der Ahe considered that he had 
already fattened their coffers, and legal 
proceedings followed. P 

Attorney Phillip Pollock, representing the 
defense. argued that Carleton & Co. had no 
legal status and that their dealings with 
Von der Ahe were clearly established since 
in no case was there an actual delivery 
of goods. On the other hand, plaintiffs’ 
attorney, Mr. Puller, claimed Carleton & 
(Co. had grain warehouses in Chicago, but 
he was unable to substantiate his assertion 
with the necessary evidence. 

Judge Harman rendered a decision in fa- 
vor of the defendant. He based his action 
en the recent Court of Appeals ruling that 
«tock transact.ons are ‘‘gambling,’’ where 
actual delivery of goods was not stipulated 
or showr to be inteded. 

Mddie Von der Ahe was overjoyed when 
informed of the verdict by a messenger at 
his home, 1411 Grattan street, 

“IT was skinned good and hard dealing tn 
hogwns options, and I've quit the business 
forever,”’ he said. ‘“‘Yes, T lost several thou- 
cand dollars in the ducket shops. You 
know the old saying, ‘A fool and his money 
econ parted.’ I’ve been up against a losing 
rame al] the while. Matters were arranged 
and wires manipulated so as to make it 
impossible for me to win. I was bunkoed 
rood and hard before I learned a few 
thines.’’

The Captain Belisves the Flying 
Squadron Prepared for Service 
That Will Astonish the World. 


WITH 


Secretary of State A. A. Lesueur returned 
Friday night from Washington, where he 
had spent ten days. While in the East he 
visited the Flying Squadron, lying at anchor 
in Hampton Roads. He thinks it its the 
most powerful assemblage lof American 
vessels ever brought together, and believes 
it is fit to give an uncommonly good ac- 
count of itself. 

“Through the courtesy of Senator Cock- 
rell,”"” said Capt. Lesueur Saturday, “I was 
abie to obtain a letter from Secretary of 


the Navy Long to Commodore Schley, re- 
questing him to have me shown over the 
ships of the ficet. I was accompanied by 
State Treasurer F, L. Pitts and some other 
gentlemen. 

“We were shown over the flagship Brook- 
lyn by a bright young officer named Mar- 
ble, from Duluth, and we inspected it from 
conning towers to k«el. It is a splendid 
armored cruiser. 

“While we were on board the Massa- 
chusetts arrived and dropped anchor. We 
were present when Commodore Schiey dic- 
tated a message to the War Department, 
informing it of the arrival of the ship and 
saying the fleet was now in complete read- 
iness for action. 

‘The ships have been stripped of every 
luxury. Even the hand rails have been re- 
moved and every piece ef woodwork has 
pg gee 

‘The officers and men are not only ready 
and willing to fight, but anxious. The 
consideration of paramount importance to 
them, however, is the destruction of the 
Maine. They consider that a casus belli 
and, are anxious to avenge their comrades 
who were blown up. 

“IT have always taken a decided interest 
in ships and have inspected them whenever 
I had the chance, It !s my conviction that 
the flying squadron is fit to astonish the 
wor'd. 

“There is great excitement in Washing- 
ton. People are only admitted to the ga!l- 
leries by ticket, but notwithstanding that, 
the galleries are always jammed. Persons 
go there three and four hours before the 
commencement of a sitting in order’ to get 
seats. 

“The prevailing sentiment is that war is 
inevitable, but there are still officials and 
Congressmen who believe the President will 
yet find a way of averting it.”

A 
surgeon Was called and he said the bone 
was fractured. The itmb was set in splints 
and in a few weeks pronounced well 
When the bandages were removed the 
limb began to swell and was painful. The 
woman went to a private hospital and an 
operation was then performed. It was un- 
succcessful, and a few weeks ego Miss 
F ‘hihauser went to the Cit Hospital. Dr. 
Sutter found that necrosia had set in, and 
the shin bone its entire length was affected.
